It is suggested that an adequate water system 
will cost $300,000 to $500,000.

declared was one of the most important and should be taken up 
and discussed by the people of Bryan. The city commission has 
been doing all in its power to secure more water and was gen­ 
erally commended as Bryan has as good water as any town its 
size in Texas.

Be* 
sides the local people taking p art on 
the program , there were among the 
prominent lecturers Mr. H. S. Mob­ 
ley and Mrs. Bertha Dahl Laws of

pany, and Mr. A. K. Short, agrono­ 
mist, Extension Service, A. and M.

Mr. Mobley delivered

lecture on 
“Communities are Made of Folks,” 
calling attention to the 
fact 
that 
communities are not made of houses 
and lands, beautiful scenery, live­ 
stock upon a hundred hills, yet all 
these are good, but real communities, 
God’s idea of the work among men, 
are mode up of men and women con­ 
scious of the opportunities that sur­ 
round them and inspired by the vision 
of service to do something definite 
in the development of agriculture and 
the making of a better people. Graphic 
pictures were painted of the rise of 
communities, the success and failures 
among men, and the causes leading 
to same.

In our present depressed and almost discouraging business 
of farming, the raising of poultry offers the Brazos county farm ­ 
ers one of the very best methods for him to become prosperous 
and independent. Everybody realizes that we must change or 
modify our system of agriculture. For a permanent substantial 
farm life livestock is absolutely essential. As money is everything 
but plentiful at the present time the kind of livestock will be in­ 
fluenced by the capital required for the initial outlay and the 
probable income to be derived. 
A good start with poultry can be obtained with a small 
amount of money and the returns are quick and regular. A good 
flock of laying hens when cared for properly will yield a good 
continuous income every week during the entire year. 
At the 
present time we have numbers of good farmers with very good 
flocks who are making incomes of from $20.00 to $40.00 a week 
from their flocks. Brazos county is excellently adapted to good 
sure poultry production. 
In poultry wrork soil and climatic con­ 
ditions are not of such great consequence as in crop production. 
A great handicap to agricultural production is the profitable 
disposition of the product, or in other words the marketing of the 
product or products at a price that will net a reasonable profit. 
In this respect we are especially well prepared in this county. A 
good market is available at the produce houses in Bryan for all 
the market eggs and m arket poultry that may ever be produced. 
In this respect Bryan is one of the best car-lot shipping points in 
the state for eggs, chickens and turkeys. For the sale of hatch­ 
ing eggs during the months of January to June the present hatch­ 
ing requirements are far in excess of the present production of 
pure bred hatching eggs in the county. 
In this connection I 
might mention that with only the present capacity considered to 
supply the Bryan Hatchery during the above period will require 
the services of at least 2,000 good purebred S. C. White Leghorn 
hens, 1,000 good purebred S. C. Rhode Island Red hens and 1,000 
good purebred Barred Plymouth Rock hens. Unfortunately there 
are only a very small number of these desired birds in the county. 
As the hatchery enlarges the flocks must necessarily increase. 
A hundred dollars or more per month to a farm is a great factor 
in financial independence. 
The slogan in Brazos county should 
be “200 hens on every farm.” 
These 200 hens when properly 
fed and cared for will yield very good and excellent returns. For 
those who are especially interested and adapted to poultry work 
flocks of 1,000, 2,000 or more layers would be very valuable and 
helpful. 
During the past year orders have come into this county for 
thousands of good purebred stock. As there were none available 
the thousands of dollars that these orders represented were spent 
in other counties. With the great and good interest that is being 
developed in all parts of our state and the adjoining states there 
will always be an attractive and sure market for good breeding 
stock. 
Iii order to improve and develop his flock this spring the 
poultrynian or farmer should have a special breeding pen which 
will include the IO or 15 very best hens he has, mated to the best 
male bird he can afford to obtain and from this pen, and this pen 
only should the hatching eggs be used to renew and enlarge his 
flock. Breeding from the flock as a whole with no regard to in­ 
dividuals will not result in improvement. The county agent and

If there are no birds on the farm 
at present, efforts should be made to 
get a .start immediate!/. The cheap­ 
est method would be to purchase one 
t or more settings of prod pursored 
eggs. 
Hatch these under a hen or 
hens 
and 
then 
from 
year 
to 
year enlarge. 
If a large number of 
layers are desired htis winter it may 
be advisable to purchase 
day 
old 
chicks. 
These may be obtained in 
any size lots and brooded in lots of 
25, IOO or 500. 
In this case a good 
brooder 
and brooder 
equipment is 
necessary. 
It requires usually four 
chicks to produce one good pullet so 
that ordinarily 400 chicks will yield 
under 
proper 
management 
IOO 
pullets for winter laying. 
Help and 
assistance is available from the col­ 
lege and county poultry association 
in this work. 
The purchase of grown birds is an 
excellent means of starting but re 
quires the greatest outlay, and possi­ 
bly at this season of the year may 
not be possible. 
In the selection of a breed personal 
likes should be considered 
but 
of 
great consequence is the market de­ 
mand and popularity of the breed. 
For farms in this county it would be 
advisable to use the S. C. White Leg­ 
horn, S. C. Rhode Island Reds or Bar­ 
red Plymouth Rocks. 
Those breeds 
are the most popular, and especially 
suited to farm condition. 
As money 
makers they will no doubt yield tho 
most. 
These breeds are hardy and 
are the ones most in demand by back 
yard and farm breeders, and also, for 
market purposes. 
This is the time of year to do poul­ 
try work, and if properly done and 
planned now will mean good and prof 
itable returns during the summer and 
winter months. There are few agri­ 
cultural enterprises 
which 
Brazos 
county is so well adapted as poultry, 
and if we are to become once more 
prosperous and contented in our farm 
life and revigorate business it will be 
necessary to enlarge and develop this 
phase of business. Many communities 
in different parts of 
the 
United 
States have developed poultry until it 
Is now the major industry. It is not 
necessary to state that 
at present 
these localities are very prosperous. 
The Brazos County Poultry Asse 
nation, the County Agent and 
his 
staff and the Poultry Department of 
the College are ready and willing to 
be of help and assistance whenever 
possible.
